Many of the pub­ 
lic buildings, bridges, parks and 
lakes, as desirable as they may be, 
could have been dispensed with 
until a greater need existed. 
"While many take the oppor­ 
tunity to criticise the Federal 
Government and the Administra­ 
tion 
for 
extravagant spending, 
they fail to take seriously the in­ 
creasing cost of state and local 
governments. 
Practically 
every 
member of the various legisla­ 
tures went into office with a 
promise of economy and lower 
taxes. The same is true of mem­ 
bers of county governments, but 
once in office, no matter how 
willing they may be to make good 
their promises to their consti­ 
tuents, they find the demand for 
further appropriations backed by 
strong organizations too great to 
resist. As a people, we demand 
conservative, economical govern­ 
ment in our street-corner argu­ 
ments and on the public platform, 
but we always have some pet pro­ 
ject. some favorite institution or 
something else for which we de­ 
mand increasing appropriations.
